Diplomats Scored 
By Ex-Ambassador 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(AP)—General of the Army 
George C. Marshall was appointed special envoy to China 
late Tuesday after the U. S. ambassador, Maj. Gen. Patrick J.

CHUNGKING, Nov. 27.—(P)—A 
reported mass movement of Unit- 
ed States planes into North China 
from Burma and India and the 
sudden resignation of American 
Ambassador Patrick J. Hurley 
brought into sharp focus Tuesday 
the fateful question of United 
States policy in this country’s un- 
declared civil war. 

In Shanghai, meanwhile, Associ- 
ated Press Correspondent Richard 
Cushing found American Air Force 
pilots “debating angrily” their post- 
war assignment to the perilous job 
of flying planes wholesale over 
“the Hump” from India and Bur- 
ma for delivery to Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s forces. 
AMERICAN LIVES LOST 

Ranking officers told Cushing 
that virtually every flyable plane 
in India and Burma was being 
sent to China in an operation 
which already has cost several 
American lives. About 700 air- 
craft were being flown to air- 
fields in the greater Shanghai 
area, he was told, with the 10th 
Air Force bringing transports and 
the 14th Air Force fighters. 

The Chinese press said a few 
weeks ago that the United States 
had decided to hand over 1,300 
planes to the Central government, 
but in Washington the War De- 
partment at that time countered 
that no such number had been 
decided on. 

Just how Generalissimo Chiang 
planned to use the planes in his 
announced all-out campaign to re- 
store order and unity in China re- 
mained to be seen. 

Chungking newspapers said Na- 
tionalist forces had advanced 40 
miles along the Peiping-Mukden 
railroad to Kowpangtze, 90 miles 
from Mukden. No opposition by 
Chinese Communists was reported. 

The influential daily Ta Kung 
Pao added that the Communists 
had withdrawn from Changchun, 
the Manchurian capital from 
which Chinese Central govyern- 
ment officials recently fl 

It was the arrival of 
nese Communist forces in that 
area some weeks ago which in- 
spired the flight of officials—in- 
cluding Chiang Kai-shek’s son—to 
avoid the danger of falling into 
Communist hands after Russian 
troops were withdrawn. 

Tuesday it was insistently, but 
unofficially, reported that the fugi- 
tive officials were on the point of 
returning to Changchun. Accord- 
ing to one report, some of them al- 
ready were en route. 
REPORTED CO-OPERATIVE 

This was in line with Chinese 
press reports that the Russians had 
agreed to permit Nationalist forces 
to garrison Manchuria, and had 
even pledged the safety of any Na- 
tionalist troops which might be 
flown into Changchun or Mukden. 

Russia will adhere to the spirit 
of the Sino-Soviet friendship and 
alliance pact, these reports assert- 
ed, but will postpone withdrawal 
of Soviet troops from Manchuria 
until January. 

According to these sources, 
Chiang Kai-shek’s son, Chiang 
Ching-kuo, special commissioner 
for foreign affairs in Manchuria, 
will discuss with the Russians in 
Changchun the details of the en- 
try of Nationalist airborne troops.

| HALSEY GOES EASY 


ON JAPS; ORDERS! 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 27. 
(P)—Adm. William F. Halsey 
returned to his alma mater, 
the U. S. Naval Academy, 
Tuesday to present to it four 
trophies of war, and made it 
clear that he still feels as he 
did about the Japs. 

In presenting the flag of 
the battleship Nagato, Halsey 
said “if anybody wants to spit 
on it, he is perfectly welcome.” 

He added, “I’m under or- 
ders not to call them in pub- 
lic what they are. I still think 
in private what they are, and 
they are.” 

Among the other trophies 
presented by Halsey were a 
flag of the carrier Enterprise, 
the sword of V. Adm. Totuska, 
former commander of the 
Tokyo naval district, a flag 
of the Yokosuka Navy Yard, a 
silver saddle given him by 
the Reno, Nev., Chamber of 
Commerce, with a bridle from 
the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and a saddle from 
Montrose, Colo. 

After his visit to the mu- 
seum, which flew his personal 
four-star flag and a national 
flag and Union Jack from the 
battleship Missouri, Halsey 
addressed a noonday forma- 
tion of midshipmen at Ban- 
croft Hall. 


State Warns 
Liquor Men 


On Markup 


Georgia retail liquor dealers 
cannot hike the prices on the 
stocks they have on hand because 
of the new state warehouse 
charges, M. E. Thompson, | state 
has an- 


nounced. 

Thompson’s statement came yes- 
terday after complaints had pour- 
ed into his offices that liquor re 
tailers, with large stocks on their 
shelves, had hiked their 
prices in proportion to the new 
costs. 

John J. Bradley, executive di- 
rector of the Georgia Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, in a 
telegram sent out Monday,  di- 
rected all retailers to hike their 
prices $1.14 for full quarts; $0.92 
for fifths; $0.57 for pints and $0.29 
for half pints. 

Late last night local retailers re- 
ceived instructions not to add a 
charge of $1.14 on quarts, but to 
charge $1.09. 

The state warehouse charges 
were formérly $0.50 per case, but 
last week, following a conference 
with Gov. Arnall, and other state 
leaders, the price was hiked $3 
per gallon, which is an increase 
of $8.50 per case. The $1.14 per 
quart increase in retail prices 
amounts to $13.68 a case. 

The liquors which had already 
passed through the warehouse are 
not subject to the new warehouse 
fees, Thompson said, as he warned 
wholesale and retail liquor deal- 
ers to reduce the prices on the 
merchandise which they had on 
hand at the time of the increase 
in warehouse charges. 

At the same time, local OPA 
officials said they were studying 
the situation to determine whether 
or not the retail prices can be 
hiked to take care of the in- 
creased warehouse charges. 


Burley Ceiling Remains — 
Same as 44 Schedule 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(>)— 
Price ceilings for various grades 
of this year’s crop of burley to- 
bacco will be the same as those 


on the 1944 crop.

Instead of 
backing democracy and unity in 
China, he said, they “sided with 
the Communist armed party and 
the imperialistic bloc of nations 
whose policy it was to keep China 
divided against itself.” 


APPOINTS MARSHALL 


Secretary of State Byrnes went 
into a quick huddle with Presi- 
dent Truman and other officials. 
Then White House Press Secre- 
tary Charles G. Ross called re- 
porters into his office. 

After announcing that the Presi- 
dent had accepted the Hurley res- 
ignation, he disclosed that Mr. 
Truman had named Marshall as

“In such positions,” he _ said, 
“most of them have continued to 
side with the Communist armed 
party and at times with the im- 
perialistic bloc against American 
policy.” 

The United States, he said, 
should avoid lining up with any 
“predatory idealogy.” He said it 
should support revision of the 
United Nations Charter to “make 
it democratic.” 

As other remedial steps, he 
urged that the light of “factual 
publicity” be thrown on the “se- 
crecy” surrounding the State De- 


partment, and that the govern-" 


ment reorganize its “policymaking 
machinery beginning at the lowest 
official levels.” 

BYRNES SEES TRUMAN 

The White House indicated that 
Hurley’s resignation and _ state- 
ment came as a surprise to it. 
Ross remarked to newsmen: 

“The first intimation the Presi- 
dent had of the resignation was 
when I handed him the news 
when it came in on the White 
House ticker.”

Angry Hull Brands Army Charge 
Of Pearl Harbor Blame ‘Infamous’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(UP),at Tokyo he never believed the‘ 


Former Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull summoned his waning 
strength ‘Tuesday to deny indig- 
nantly an Army board of inquiry’s 
charge that his famous 10-point 
note to the Japanese on Nov. 26, 
1941, “touched the button that 
started the war.” 

With a show of spirit that belied 
his age and failing health, he an- 
grily rejected what he called “this 
infamous charge” and told the 
Pear] Harbor congressional inves- 
tigating committee that the board 
which condemned him never had 
called him as a witness. He also 
was critical of the Navy’s Pearl 
Harbor board. 

When his much-disputed note 
was delivered, he asserted, “the 
Japs were off on the attack and 
nothing would stop them unléss 
we had lain down like cowards— 
and we would have been cow- 
ards.” 

Hull testified for one hour—the 
limit imposed by his physicians. 
Then his last ambassador to Ja- 
pan, Joseph Clark Grew, resumed 
his testimony. Grew told the in- 
quiry that during his final years

Japanese “were bluffing,” and 
that he believed they would fight 
“under certain circumstances.” 

Hull’s denial was provoked by 
committee questioning of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding his note, 
the final proposal which he hand- 
ed the Japanese “peace” negotia- 
tors. 

Sen. Scott Lucas, Democrat, IIli- 
nois, readin from the report of 
the Army board’s inquiry, re- 
marked that it said Hull’s note pro- 
vided “the action that kicked the 
whole thing over.” 

“They have charged by direct 
statement and innuendo that you 
issued the ultimatum that started 
the war,” he added. “Would you 
care to comment on that?” 

“That’s not a very pleasant 
topic to me,” he said. “I strove 
to co-operate with the Army and 
Navy boards without success and 
then I was gratuitously brought 
into the picture, apparently on the 
theory that Hitler and Tojo were 
not co-operating for aggression, 
but that this government of peace- 
ful people, with no preparations 


in the Pacific, with only peace ap-

war.” 

“If I could express myself as I’d 
like, I’d want all you religious 
minded people to retire,” he con- 
tinued.

Hollis Case 
Under Study 
By Board

Men and women came from 
sMall communities to the solemn 
senate chamber of the state capi- 
tol yesterday to appear before the‘ 
board of pardons and paroles in 
behalf of their mild-mannered 
neighbor, who surrendered him- 
self last week after escaping 10 
years ago from a Georgia chain- 
gang. 

After listening to their testi- 
mony, the board took under ad- 
visement the case of 32-year-old 
Roy Thomas Hollis, who faces the 
remainder of a 3-to-10-year prison 
sentence for robbery. Hollis escap- 
ed from a state highway camp in 
Monroe county in January, 1936, 
after serving two years and seven 
months of the sentence. 

He has asked the board to com- 
mute his sentence to time served 
on the grounds that he has reha- 
bilitated Ritmself as a useful citi- 
zen. His frietids, abowt 30 of them, 
told the board he has been a good 
citizen during his “borrowed 


worker, a kind neighbor and a 
good husband and father of thr 


little children. 

“When ‘the -seripus’ groupybegan 
to ¢rowd into the small ence 
room of the board, Chairman Ed- 
ward B. Everett and Hollis’ attor- 
ney, George Thomas, asked that 
the hearing be transferred to the 
larger senate chamber, where the 
crowd could be better accommo- 
dated. 

The hearing began, and Hollis’ 
friends told his story—as they 
knew it—to the three members of 
the board. 

“Yes, I knew he was an es- 
cape,” John Hollis (no relation), 
mayor of Rutledge, Ga., told the 
board. “After his escape he came 
back to his mother’s farm, near 
Rutledge, and worked hard. He’s 
a good citizen and we would wel- 
come him back.” 

The Rutledge chief of police, Al- 
bert Hanson, was another of the 
score of neighbors who told the 
board Hollis’ eseape was well 
known in the community. 

Chairman Everett asked why, 
as law officials, they didn’t report 
his escape. ‘ 


“WORTHWHILE CITIZEN” 


“I saw he was trying to make 
an honest living,” the policeman 
said, “The police at Madison, Ga., 
knew he was an escape—we knew 
it—the sheriff knew it, but none 


of us would turn Roy in. He 
proved he was a_ worthwhile 
citizen.” 

“I’ve known Roy all his life,” 
Emory Davis, postmaster at Rut- 
ledge, explained. “He was never 
in no trouble prior to the time 
when his folks moved to Atlanta, 
back in 1929. We were all sur- 
prised to hear about his trouble. 
After he came back, the state 
made no effort to catch him—they 
could have easily traced him.” 

A farmer from Mansfield, Ga., 
where Hollis and his wife lived on 
a “one-horse farm,” summed up 
the reason why folks in the com- 
munities Rutledge, Madison, 
Mansfield and neighboring New- 
ton county, wouldn’t “turn Roy in.” 

He conducted himself in such 
a way that the folks figured he 
was a good citizen and a good 
neighbor. Of all the folks up 
there, I don’t know of a one who 
wouldn’t want Roy to come back 
and live with us.” 
LAW-ABIDING CITIZEN 

Businessmen from Atlanta, who 
have had transactions with Hollis 
since he moved here a year ago 
and began doing odd carpenter 
jobs, testified that he was honest, 
a good worker and a law-abiding 
citizen, 

The Rev. Emmett A. McNair, 
pastor of the East Atlanta Chris- 
tian church where the Hollis fam- 
ily attends, said the carpenter’s

Veterans’ spokesmen in Wash- 
ington are making every effort to 
avoid taking sides in the labor dis- 
pute.

This apparently was the unex- 
pectedly swift infiltration of Com- 
munist forces into Manchuria, who 
surrounded Changchun and began 
to take over the city on the heels 
of the withdrawing Russians. 


AID AGAINST CHINESE REDS 


The main point of the. new 
agreement calls for the Soviets to 
grant the Nationalists active assist- 
ance against the Chinese Commu- 
nists, which the Russians had re 
fused ‘to do under the previous 
agreement, it was stated. 


Chinese Nationalist military op- 
erations to force an entry into 
Manchuria, meanwhile, were re- 
ported brought to a temporary 
standstill after having swept 140 
miles in 10 days to reach Kow- 
pangtze, 85 airline miles south- 
west of Mukden. 

Units of both the 13th and 534 
armies were reported consolidat- 
ing their gains around the vital 
south Manchurian port of Hulutao 
and the fortress of Chinhsien, 
which fell to the Nationalists Sat- 
urday.

NUERNBERG, Nov. 27.—(#)—A secret German document show- 
ing that in 1938 the Nazis were preparing to fight “two-thirds of the 
whole world” to establish the reich as a leading power was disclosed 
Tuesday by the American prosecution in the international war crimes 


trial. 
This was one of the many docu- 


ments placed in evidence, in 
whole or in part, against the 20 
Nazi leaders on trial for their 
lives before the international tri- 
bunal. The portion quoted above 
was not read in court and is, 
therefore, not yet a part of the 
evidence. 

The document, taken from Navy 


files, said Hitler’s aims to make 
Germany a world power proba- 
bly could not be “achieved by 
peaceful means” and that Ger- 
many was forced to make “prep- 
arations for war” against Eng- 
land, France, Russia and “in fact

Now and Then 
Out of the Hills 


I remember you could walk out on my grand- 

mother’s porch and see the pasture sloping off 

ie to the bottom cornfields with the willows, that 

smell of peppermint early in the morning mists, growing thick 
along the banks of the river. 

In the morning the mists would float up into the pastures or 
hover above the tops of the corn, wandering maverick clouds, until 
the sun came up to set them on fire and burn them up in an 
exploding glory of iridescence. ; 

You could stand there and look at it and the hills far beyond the 
distant bottoms on the other side of the river. In the early morn- 
ing you could sometimes hear the voice of a hound running a rabbit 
and now and then there would come riding the wind the sound of 
a man’s voice shouting at something across the river; or a plow- 
hand singing in the covering rows of green. 

I can see it yet as plain as ever and I can remember, too, the 
mystery of it at night with fireflies in the pasture and the corn. 
I can hear, too, the sound of the ice in the river, jagged, harsh 
sound. I can see the same pasture snowcovered and the wild geese 
flying along the river, black against a gray sky. 

The Hills But behind us were the hills and behind them were 

the mountains. The smokehouse sat right at the bot- 
tom of a hill, one end of it being built into a cut made in the hill. 
The snake rail fences, the dirt roads, the green forest of the hills, 
the stark winter bareness of them, and the white snow-covered 
glory of them will be with me always. 

One night, riding home late in a buggy from the small town at 
the foot of the mountains to the farm 10 miles away by the river, 
there was a scream in the hills not far from the road. I remember 
my father pulling up the horse: 

“Whoa, boy, whoa there,” as the horse attempted to run off one 
side of the road and then began to rear and plunge against the reins. 

“A painter,” he said, using the hill term for panther, “always 
sounds like a child screaming.”’ 

That night stayed with me for years, the darkness seeming to 
reach out with hands; the hills pressing close and the painter always 
on a limb above the road ready to spring on the horse.

Even 
now, in times of great sorrow or danger that dark night and road 
and the feel of the hills pressing close comes back to me and I 
remember the scream of the panther in the dark woods.

Fairy Rings the sour sage grass grew, there would be clear, 
round spaces where nothing grew save the green meadow grass. 
They were fairy rings, my people told me, places where the fairies 
played at night, the small leprechauns that danced and looked 
after people and who knew where pots of gold were buried. 

I used to go hide there, lying on my back watching the clouds 
float by overhead, wondering about them and the sky and the sun 
and the earth; whether it did turn or not; whether it was not indeed 
flat, as it seemed, save for hills and mountains. 

It was a fine, lost, secure place to go hide and remove one’s self 
from the world; where the wind blew through the sage grass, mak- 
ing it sing with a brittle, dry voice that was musical as if a million 
tiny knitting needles were clicking swiftly together. 


Poetry It always has seemed to me there was more poetry 
in the hills and mountains than in all the seven seas. 
But I never could put it down. 

Now and then someone proves it. Yesterday talked with 
Byron Herbert Reece, of Wolf’s Creek, of the militia district of 
Choestoe, near Blairsville, in north Georgia. 

A few years ago, when he was a student at Young Harris Col- 
lege, I read some of his poems. Now his first collection is pub- 
lished, “The Ballad of the Bones,” by Byron Herbert Reece.

Talking with him yesterday, I could remember my own young 
years and the dreams and the feeling for the hills and the moun- 
tains. And out of that nostalgia I wanted to say how good it was

There have been recent rumors, reports and 
indications that it won’t be so long, now, be- 
fore we are welcoming to their new homes the 

English girls who married Americans, when said Americans were 
stationed in England as members of the Army, Navy, etc., of this 
country. 

Estimates as to the total of these bridal newcomers vary, up 
to as many as 80,000. Among them is one in whom this column is, 
naturally, interested first of all. That is the daughter-in-law and 
the granddaughter we’ve been waiting to accept into the family 
for so long. 

According to most recent reports, the Army authorities, having 
drawn within sight of the end of the job of transporting home the 
boys from the ETO, will have these wives of soldiers and of 
ex-soldiers over here within 90 days or so. The Queen Mary has 
been specially chartered for this purpose... Presumably, too, some 
will come on other ships. 

There arrived, at our house, a package the other day. It was 
from that daughter-in-law, addressed to her husband, the son who 
has now been out of uniform and busy on a civilian job for a 
couple of months or so. 

It was, most of it, personal stuff for the two of them. So, of 
course, the family did not see that. There were, however, one or 
two pamphlets and such things open to anyone to inspect. 

Among ’em was a printed booklet, put out by the American Red 
Cross, especially for these English wives of Americans, trying to tell 
them some of the conditions, ways of life, they would find here and 
some of the characteristics of the average Americans who will be 
neighbors and friends in their new homes.

: To describe America so that every new: 
Impossible Task conce bride will be familiar with the sur- 
roundings of her new home is, of course, an impossible task. Amer- 
ica is too big, too varied, for anyone to describe, even superficially, 
in anything less than a bulky volume. And this was just a 


pamphlet. 
It does, however, a most excellent job in so far as the limitations 


of space permit. 

It gives a pretty truthful, over-all description of the social 
aspects of the average American neighborhood. The easy friend- 
liness and the neighborly helpfulness you’ll find in any part of 
the country. 

It points out, however, if the newcomer lives in a big city apart- 
ment house probably she won't know her neighbors in the same 
house 

But, in the smaller places, she can borrow a cup of sugar— 
be sure to return it promptly—swap recipes with the neighbor next 
door and “visit” on the front porch any warm afternoon. 

There'll be no gossip over the garden fence, because probably 
the garden won’t have a fence. 

The English girls are advised it is customary for all American 
girls to wear lipstick, “except in the smallest villages,” and they'll 
be expected to do likewise. My disagreement there is, since the 
movies and the automobile have made all places near, I can’t con- 
ceive of any place so small its girls don’t wear lipstick. Can you? 


“Main street” in an 
Illustzations average American town is shown. It looks very 


much like that street in a half hundred Georgia towns I know. 


Another “street” picture, in a small place, however, must have 
been taken in an old-style New England village. It looks like noth- 
ing American, that I know of, anywhere else in the country. 


There is, in the pamphlet, a currency table, giving comparative 
values in dollars and cents, compared to pounds, shillings and 
pence. 

And there is a glossary of everyday terms which mean one 
thing in England, another in the U. S. The trouble is, there is no 
apparent way of telling the girls that a word may mean one thing 
in one section of the U. S. and another in another 

For instance, while the English “marrow” may be synonymous, 
in the midwest, with “summer squash,” it is like no squash we 
meet on southern tables. 

If I were asked to give advice to English newcomers, I'd tell 
’em to realize they are coming to an entirely different country, an 
entirely different nation. True, we speak approximately the same 
language. But America has been called, not falsely, the “melting 
pot” and, while the British have contributed much good to that 
pot, the result is not British, by any manner of means. It is, or is 
going to be, we hope, a finer gation than any in history, made out 
of the mingling of the best of all who have contributed to it.

Conscience Makes Cowards of All 


The shortcomings of our own civilization; the dissatisfaction we 
feel over our social system or support of European empires against 
native revolts, even when engineered by former Axis collaborators 
or with the open or veiled support of other great powers; the doubts 
we entertain about supporting Chiang Kai-shek in his attempts to 
unify China against the opposition of Chinese Communists; our 
feeling of guilt over the mere possession of the however temporarily 
secret atomic bomb: all these conttibute to what I have called the 
Hamlet frame of mind; the self-analysis and self-castigation which 
always plague sensitive and civilized men. In themselves they in- 
dicate a high state of moral consciousness—the wish to do only 
the absolutely right thing. Byt they deflect us from a consideration 
of ends by paralyzing our wills in regard to means. 


THE END OF that state of mind is either to make a decision too 
late to avert catastrophe or to play the role of the black lamb to 
the grey falcon of those who are ruthless regardless of means. 


Consider the situation of Gen. Charles DeGaulle. The Com- 
munist party emerged fram the French elections as the strongest 
single party, with the most numerous membership in the new 
chamber of deputies. According to democratic procedures, the Com- 
munist faction should therefore have one of the key government 
posts—war, foreign affairs, or interior (police). The vice premier 
of the French chamber, Jacques Duclos, has emerged as the real 
party leader over Maurice Thorez, the titular chief, who having 
fled to Moscow in September, 1939, when the Soviet Union, while 
declaring neutrality, was putting its weight on the German side— 
as a re-reading of Molotoff’s speech of Oct. 31, 1939, makes per- 
fectly clear—is regarded by many resistance Frenchmen as a de- 
serter. ' 


But what about Jacques Duclos? 


GEN. DEGAULLE, as an army man, is certainly familiar with 
army intelligence matters. He thus must know that Jacques Duclos 
was, during the war, the chief of one branch of the Russian intel- 
ligence in France. 


The Russians, like other governments, maintain in foreign coun- 
tries open military intelligence through embassy attaches and a 
secret espionage service operating through paid agents. But in 
addition, they have a third—feeding in also to the co-ordinator of 
military intelligence in Moscow—and working through fervent 
Communist partisans in trade unions, factories, and bureaucratic 
government positions. 


Duclos, originally an important figure in the party, was picked 
by the Russians to head this branch. During the war he was openly 
called “the spy” in Paris newspapers, which—obviously in posses- 
sion of documentary proofs—challenged him to sue for libel before 
the courts. He never did. 


WHEN PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT demanded the dissolution of 
the Comintern, as a condition for satisfactory co-operation between 
the Allies, he was not acting in behalf of capitalism; but in behalf 
of the freedom of nations, including our own, 


There is evidence to indicate that Duclos has become the leading 
figure in the revived Comintern, which now seemingly operates, 
not from Moscow, but from Paris. Pressure on American Come 
munists to get rid of Browder and return to the “class struggle,” 
came from Jacques Duclos, in a 7,600-word article, published im- 
mediately on the collapse of the Gerrhan armies, and led to a com- 
plete reversal by Communists here of the wartime policy. 


If now, we are called “reactionaries,” and “tools of imperialist 
interests,” for reporting to the American public what must ob- 
viously be the reason behind DeGaulle’s stand, we must inquire at 
what point liberalism stops short of national suicide? The granting 
of key military positions to Duclos is asked on the grounds of parlia- 
mentary democracy, which Molotoff, in his last speech, denied is 
“true democracy” at all. A-Russian agent in charge of the French 
army, foreign policy, or police force is not only the concern of 
France, but of ourselves, when this same Duclos, four months ago, 
influenced the actions of an American party which presents candi- 


dates for elections.

The crews removed the blas 
furnaces and profluction equip- 
ment of the huge Manchuria Iron 
Company, which produced 50 per 
cent of Japan’s wartime steel, and 
stripped the heavy machinery of 
the Manchuria Lead Company, 
whose zinc production was five 
times the combined output of 
Japan and Korea. 

Copies of the crews’ orders and 
scores of photos showing the Rus- 
sians actually looting plants and 
factories and private homes are 
now in the hands of the United 
States Army.

Board Meets Conditions, 
Hammack To Retain Post 


Georgia’s newly named board of corrections, 


at its swearing-in 


meeting yesterday in the office of Gov. Arnall, unanimously voted 
to retain Francis R. Hammack as director of the State Department 


of Corrections. 
Hammack, who submitted his 


resignation as director of the de- 
partment in August, 1945, to be- 
come effective at the pleasure of 
the board, said he would accept 


re-election to the position. 

Previously he said he wished to 
return to private law practice. In- 
formed of his re-election, Ham- 
mack told the board he would ac- 
cept the position on condition that 
he be granted authority to name 
his own assistants, subject only to 
approval of the board, and that 
members of the board agree to di- 
rect their efforts toward expan- 
sion of the state’s prison facilities. 

The board unanimously agreed 
to these conditions. 


MOORE APPROVED 

Gov. Arnall’s previous designa- 
tion of Wiley L. Moore as chair- 
man of the board received approv- 
al of the other four members. 
They are H. Turner Brice, of Quit- 
man, who was elected vice chair- 
man of the board; Mrs. J. C. Bla- 
lock, of Atlanta, who was elected 
secretary; Ben Lambert, of New- 


nan, and the Rev. T. F. Callaway, 
of Thomasville. 

After swearing in the members, 
Gov. Arnall expressed his confi- 
dence in the board’s determination 
to continue the program of penal 
reform in Georgia. 

“Tl think the prison system is 
doing pretty well in Georgia. Now 
that the war is over, we can be- 
gin to get some of the buildings 
we need, But generally, things are 
looking pretty godd,” he told the 
five members.

prisoners.
